FOR  THE  YEAR  1958 

The  Chairman  & Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  & Members, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1958. 

All  tables  in  this  report  give  figures  for  the  Rural  Districts  Of 
Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside,  halt on  and  Pickering  and  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Malton  and  Pickering.  The  statistical  data  shown  against  "All  Districts"  in 
this  report  relates  to  the  area  comprised  of  these  districts. 

Section  rA"  (Tables  I to  XIV)  giv^s  statistics  relating  to 
population,  births  and  deaths.  Because  of  the  small  population  in  each  distric'- 
it  will  be  noticed  that  there  are  marked  variations  between  districts.  For 
example  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Pickering  Urban  District  is  72.7  per 
1COO  live  births,  England  and  Wales  22,5*  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for 
Pickering  Urban  District  for  she  years  1954  to  1958  inclusive  is  13*5  per 
1000  like  births-

RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY 


The  inspection  of  houses  under  this  survey  has  been  carried 
out  in  conjunction  with  applications  for  improvement  grants  and  at 
other  times  whenever  the  opportunity  presented  itself.  Prior 
to  195&  the  total  of  303  houses  had  been  inspected  and  during 
the  year  a further  37  houses  were  examined  bringing  the  total  to 
340. 


The  new  table  includes  for  the  regrading  of  houses  which 
have  been  improved  since  the  original  inspections  were  made. 

Category  1.  Satisfactory  in  all  respects  147 

2.  Minor  Defects  J1 

3 . Repairs  or  structural  alterations  106

The  two  remaining  nissen  huts  on  the  Vivers  Camp  site  were 
demolished. 

During  the  year  an  undertaking  was  received  from  the  owner 
of  No.  o Crown  Square  to  the  effect  that  he  would  not  let  that 
house  for  human  habitation  until  such  time  as  the  house  was  made 
fit. 


Closing  Orders  were  made  by  the  Council  for  the  houses 
numbered  34  and  3S  Dale  End.  The  occupants  of  both  properties 
were  rehoused  by  the  Council  prior  to  the  enforcement  of  these 
orders . 
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The  work  of  slum  clearance  is  restricted  in  this  district 
to  the  oxceptance  of  undertakings  from  owners  and  the  service 
of  Demolition  Orders  on  empty  properties.  This  is  due  to  the 
Councils  decision  not  to  go  ahead  at  the  present  time  with  the 
building  of  new  houses  so  preventing  any  rehousing  of  people 
from  slum  properties. 

Housing  Act,  1949 « 

Applications  for  G-rant  Aid  under  the  above  act  continue  to 
be  considered  by  the  Improvement  Grants  Sub.  Committee  before 
submission  to  the  Housing  Committee.  During  the  year  applicat- 
ions were  received  for  grant  aid  in  respect  of  13  houses. 

One  application  was  refused  and  the  cost  of  the  improvement 
works  to  the  remaining  12  houses  was  £8264:  15 • 4*  The  grants  awar- 
ded for  these  12  houses  total  £2413* 


One  application  had  been  referred  back  until  further  infor- 
mation was  obtained.  Certificates  of  Completion  were  issued 
during  the  year  in  respect  of  14  schemes  involving  the  total 
of  £3,376  in  Grant  Aid.  The  total  No,  of  schemes  considered 
is  now  64  of  which  4 have  provided  additional  dwellings.  A 
total  of  £16,422:  10.  in  Grant  Aid  has  been  paid  towards  the 
cost  of  these  64  schemes.  Not  only  have  4 additional  dwellings 
been  provided  but  several  of  these  schemes  were  for  the  improvement 
of  dwellings  which  would  otherwise  have  been  considered  unfit. 

The  remainder  have  resulted  in  better  housing  conditions  for  the 
occupants  and  owners  of  property  have  been  encouraged  by  the 
Council  to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme. 

Much  good  work  has  resulted  from  this  activity. 

Council  House  Programme. 

During  the  year  the  Council  again  considered  the  question 
of  the  provision  of  further  Council  Houses  but  again  resoled 
that  owing  to  the  high  costs  involved  and  the  subsequent  high 
rent  which  would  have  to  be  charged,  this  matter  be  again 
deferred.

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Of  this  total  9 are  temporary  dwellings  situated  at  Worn- 
leton  Aerodrome  W.A.A.F.  Site. 

The  two  nissen  huts  at  Vivers  Gamp,  Kirkbymoorside  have 
been  demolished  as  previously  reported  and  occupants  re-housed 
in  Council  Houses. 

The  Council  was  receiving  rent  from  127  dwellings  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Local  Tradesmen  continue  to  carry  out  repairs  to  Council 
owned  property  and  a total  of  £1107  :3:7*  was  expended  during 
the  year  on  repairs  and  renovation.  Of  this  total  £175  was 
spent  on  new  concrete  paths  and  fencing  at  1-6  East  Terrace, 
Wombleton,  and  £400:2 :b.  was  spent  on  painting  41  Council 
Houses  as  listed  below.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  approved  the  scheme 
to  replace  the  old  combination  ranges  and  set  pot  ranges  by  tiled 
fireplaces  in  the  sitting  rooms  and  metal  surround  fireplaces, 
cookers  and  wash  boilers  in  the  kitchens  of  1 to  22  Ryedale 
View,  and  1 to  5 East  Terrace,  Wombleton. 

Milk  Supply 

During  the  year  this  area  was  designated  as  a district  in 
which  only  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised  milk 
could  be  retailed.  Much  of  the  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  used 
is  obtained  from  Messrs.  Sinnington  Dairies  and  (together  with 
pasteurised  and  sterilised)  also  from  Woodlands  Dairy  and  the 
Co-operative  Society  Scarborough. 

9 Samples  were  taken  during  the  year  from  these  supplies 
and  the  results  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  regular  inspection  of  meat  intended  for  human  con- 
sumption has  continued  during  the  year  at  5 slaughterhouses. 

A high  quality  of  meat  is  produced  in  this  district  and  a 
good  proportion  of  the  meat  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  was  due  to  the  slaughter  of  casualty  animals. 

A total  of  569  beast,  7^7  sheep,  2J&  pigs  and  5 calves 
were  inspected  during  the  year  of  which  the  following  carc- 
ases or  parts  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.

Food  Administration 


Shops  Stalls  & Vehicles 

Visits  are  made  to  stalls  and  closed  vehicles  dealing  in 
fish,  fruit  and  vegetables  and  generally  the  standard  of  clean- 
liness in  the  district  was  satisfactory.  Several  owners  have 
fitted  more  hygenic  surfaces  to  their  counter  tops  and  most 
now  have  adequate  cold  storage  accomodation  for  cooked  meats  etc. 

Food  Preparation  Premises 

There  are  3 shops  in  the  district  where  the  trade  of  fish 
frying  is  carried  on,  sausages,  pies  and  potted  meat  are  man- 
ufactured at  the  premises  of  5 butchers  in  the  area.  Generally 
a good  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained. 

Ice-cream  - Heat  Treatment 

.There  is  only  one  manufacturer  of  Ice  Cream  in  this  district 
where  the  premises  are  maintained  in  a most  clean  and  satisfactory 
condition...  All  the  other  registered  premises  in  the  district 
retail  pre-packed  varieties  of  Ice-Cream.  All  the  samples  taken 
have  given  satisfactory  results  and  all  statutory  obligations 
appear  to  have  been  observed.

Throughout  the  year  supplies  were  maintained  at  a satisfactory 
level.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  obtain  supplies  from  the 
Ryedale  Joint  Water  Boards  Reservoir  at  Low  Park  during  the  year. 
Bursts  were  repaired  as  soon  as  possible  after  they  had  been 
located  and  tests  were  made  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  trace 
defects  and  prevent  waste  of  water. 

If  necessary  supplies  to  the  town  of  Kirkbymoorside  etc. 
can  be  augmented  from  the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Boards  mains 
and  reservoir  at  Low  Park. 

I30  Samples  for  bacteriological  analysis  were  taken  during 
the  year  of  which  99  were  completely  free  of  contamination  and 
31  were  contaminated  in  varying  degress. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  by  means  of  a Wallace  and 
Tiernan  Hypochlorinator. 

The  work  of  fixing  water  meters  continued  during  the  year 
and  the  Councils  policy  of  metering  all  supplies  to  farms  and 
business  properties  will  soon  be  in  operation  throughout  the 
district.  The  work  is  done  by  the  two  local  plumbers  with 
help  in  the  excavation  work  from  one  of  the  Councils  workmen 
as  necessary.  There  were  I7S  meters  installed  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 


Plumbing  repairs  to  Council  Houses  and  repairs  to  Water- 
works are  carried  out  by  the  two  local  plumbers.  The  supervision 
of  this  work  and  operation  of  the  waterworks  together  with  the  reading 
of  the  water  meters  twice  yearly  takes  up  a major  portion  of  the 
departments  time. 

The  proper  supervision  of  the  waterworks  and  additional  res- 
ponsibility of  reading  and  maintaining  a large  number  of  water 
meters  necessitates  the  appointment  of  a full  time  water  bailiff 
which  should  be  considered  by  the  Council. 

Nov/  4"  Main-Ings  Lane  to  Kirby  Mills 

During  the  year  the  work  of  laying  approximately  74O  yards 
of  4"  diameter  cast  iron  main  was  carried  out.  The  main  connects 
the  6"  main  in  Ings  Lane,  Kirkbymoorside  to  the  3"  main  at  Kirby 
Mills  and  the  object  of  this  scheme  was  to  improve  supplies  to 
Great  Edstone  and  the  properties  beyond  Keldholme . Since  the  main 
was  laid  supplies  have  been  greatly  improved  to  Great  Edstone  and 
Keldholme.  The  area  beyond  still  suffers  a shortage  whenever  a 
burst  occurs.  It  will' be  necessary  at  some  future  date  to  continue 
this  new  main  in  3”  diameter  pipes  to  the  junction  of  the  Mart  on  and 
Pickering  roads  following  the  line  of  the  proposed  new  Keldholme 
Byepass  Road. 


Administration 

This  department  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
water  supplies  owned  by  this  Council  together  with  those  owned 
jointly  by  the  Kirkbymoorside  and  Helmsley  Rural  District  Councils. 

Drainage  Sewerage,  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Regular  maintenance  has  been  carried  out  to  the  sewage  disposal 
works  at  Kirby  Mills,  during  195^ • These  works  are  incapable  of 
efficiently  treating  the  amount  of  sewage  discharged.  The  Council 
agreed  during  the  year  to  obtain  a site  for' new  works  and  it  is 
hoped  that  early  approval  will  be  obtained  to  the  scheme  and  that 
construction  will  soon  commence. 

Joint  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

This  department  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
sewage  disposal  plant  at  Wombloton  under  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
Kirkbymoorside  and  Helmsley  Rural  District  Councils.  The  plant 
deals  with  sewage  from  the  villages  of  Nawton,  Beadlam,  Harome 
and  Wombloton.  The  Council  approved  during  the  year  an  estimate 
submitted  by  Mr.  Nixon,  Builder,  Naw'con  for  the  reconnection 
to  the  new  sewer  of  all  foul  drains  discharging  into  the  old 
sewer.  Once  these  connections  have  been  made  it  is  hoped  that 
authority  to  carry  out  similar  work  at  Wombloton  will  be  given. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  were  regularly  maintained  and  any 
necessary  repairs  carried  out.  Electrically  operated  pumps  at 
the  sewage  works  and  ejector  stations  at  Harome  and  Wombleton 
have  operated  with  satisfaction. 

Drainage 

Wherever  possible  new  drains  are  tested  hydralically.  Smoke 
tests  are  also  carried  out. 

The  department  gives  advice  on  branch  layouts  and  septic 
tank  design  whenever  requested  and  it  is  usually  found  possible 
to  work  in  close  co-oporation  with  the  builders  on  these  matters. 

The  Council  workmen  are  often  called  upon  to  release  blocked 
drains  and  sewers  and  to  cleanse  as  necessary  open  sewer  ditches 
and  Council  owned  septic  tanks. 
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The  number  of  septic  tanks  in  operation  in  the  district 
continues  to  increase  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  ensure 
that  no  nuisance  is  caused  by  the  effluent  from  these  tanks. 

During  the  year  10  conservancy  type  closets  were  converted 
to  WoCs.  and  5 were  installed  in  new  houses.  The  Council  has 
continued  to  award  grants  for  conversions  to  i/if.Cs.  which  has 
encouraged  owners  to  carry  out  this  type  of  work. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  Refuse  Collection  service  continues  to  operate  a weekly 
collection  in  the  parishes  of  Kirkbymoorside,  niTombleton,  Nawton 
and  Welburn  with  a fortnightly  collection  in  all  other  villages  and 
a monthly  collection  from  Farndale.  There  is  no  service  provided 
whereby  refuse  can  be  collected  from  outlying  farms  but  -household 
refuse  is  collected  if  brought  to  the  highway.  G-ood  service  has 
been  given  by  the  Councils  4 ton  Bedford  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle. 

Three  refuse  tips  have  been  in  operation  during  the  year 
namely  Highfield  Lane,  Nawton,  Cat  ter  Bridge  Farm,  Keldholme  and 
Kirkdale  Howl.  Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  partially  controlled 
tipping.  It  is  expected  that  the  tip  at  Catter  Bridge  Farm  will 
become  full  in  early  1959  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  transfer 
to  the  Kirkdale  Howl  tip.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  access  to 
this  site  is  difficult  after  heavy  snowfall  it  is  strongly 
recommended  that  an  alternative  site  be  obtained. 

The  cost  of  Public  Cleansing  during  the  year  was  £1941 :£>d. 
Private  Re-chargeable  Work. 

The  amount  of  work  carried  out  for  private  individuals  during 
the  year  has  again  been  small  due  to  fewer  requests  being  made 
and  to  the  fact  chat  it  is  essential  to  maintain  the  Councils 
various  services. 

The  total  cost  of  re-chargeable  work  was  £6:  9:  lOd. 

Public  Conveniences 

Regular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  Public  Conveniences  at 
Crown  Square,  Kirkbymoorside  but  several  items  of  damage  were  reported 
during  the  year.  As  a result  notices  were  fixed  in  the  conveniences 
offering  a £2  reward  for  information  leading  to  the  conviction  of 
any  person  causing  wilful  damage.  So  far  no  information  has  been 
forthcoming.  The  total  receipts  during  the  year  were  £20:  19 : lid. 

It  was  again  necessary  to  erect  the  temporary  conveniences  at 
Low  Mills  and  Church  Houses,  Farndale  for  the  use  of  visitors 
during  the  daffodil  season.  These  conveniences  presented  a poor 
appearance  but  it  was  considered  inadviseable  to  incur  too  much 
expense  as  the  North  Riding  County  Council  had  agreed  to  provide 
permanent  sanitary  facilities  together  with  a car  park  at  Low 
Mills  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  facilities  will  be  available 
for  the  nc-xt  season. 

It  is  understood  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review 
tenders  were  to  be  invited  for  these  works. 

Shops 


Visits  were  made  but  no  statutory  action  was  found  necessary.

The  department  has  continued  to  receive  full  co-operation  from 
the  management  of  Messrs.  Kirby  Bricks  Ltd.,  in  keeping  the  discharge 
of  smoke  from  their  premises  in  Swineherd  Lane,  Kirkbymoorside  to  a 
minimum. 
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The  usg  of  smokeless  fuels  in  the  district  appears  to  be 
on  the  increase  and  it  is  recommended  that  every  encouragement 
should  be  given  in  order  that  this  trend  be  continued. 

Swimming  Bs.ths  and  Pools 

There  are  no  Public  Baths  or  swimming  pools  in  the  area. 

Rodent  Control 

In  conjunction  with  the  Helmsley  Rural  Disrict  Council  the 
Rodent  Control  service  has  been  continued ,«nd  as  in  previous  years 
one  operative  has  been  employed  to  carry  out  the  obligations  placed 
upon  both  Councils  by  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949* 

Most  of  the  infestations  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  use  of 
Warfarin  which  continues  to  prove  most  effective. 

There  have  been  infestations  in  the  district  which  have  been 
quickly  dealt  with.  As  in  previous  years  the  sewers  at  Kirby- 
moorside,  Nawton  and  Wombleton  were  treated  and  of  the  12S 
manholes  pre-bait ed  it  was  later  found  necessary  to  lay  poison 
in  1 6 . 


The  Technical  Rodent  Officer  of  the  Ministry  recommended  that 
in  vi ew  of  the  results  obtained  no  further  baiting  be  carried  out 


until  1959.

Visits  havo  been  made  to  schools  in  the  area  and  minor  matters 
satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

There  has  been  no  further  development  in  the  proposals  to 
carry  out  conversions  of  the  existing  conservancy  type  closets 
to  the  water  carriage  system  at  the  Wombleton  and  G-illamoor 
schools.  It  is  understood  that  the  County  Education  Committee 
have  these  problems  in  mind  and  it  is  hoped  that  schemes  will  be 
prepared  in  1959*
